liOCK CREEK. MINES. 

Latest Particulars Concerning Developments- 
Roads and Better Mall Facilities Needed. 

Mr. .Inliii Douglas, manager of the Eu- 
reka claim ou tho now famous MoKiuney 
lodge, Rook Crook, arrived from C'ani]i 
McKinney yesterday, and is ut tho Ori- 
ental. He lofl the camp on Thursday, 
l'.ltli instant, the thernioniotor thou regis- 
tering twenty below zero. At Kettle 
Jlivor it was forty-live degrees below zero. 
After that it got warmer again, the severe 
cold .sua]) being an exceptional occurrence. 
There was heavy snow on tlio trail, and 
Mr. Douglna was two and a half days m 
reaching Marcus, about 100' miles from 
Rock Creek, Tho trail is now good, as a 
puck train has since gone over it. 
m'kinnev ledge. 

Tlio Alice and Emma Consolidated Uu. 
were down forty-five feet at the time of 
Mr. Douglas' departure, the ore showing 
rioli in sulphurots, the ledge boinc; Eroni 
tivij to Bix feet in' width) The company 
have A good staff of men sinking on tho 
claim, under the superintendence 'of Mr. 
Talleyrand, one of the original locators.. 
Mr. Nicholson is also at the mine. 

The "Eureka" claim was located by J. 
Douglas, with whom are interested a num- 
ber of NeiV York capitalists. One shaft is 
down fifty foot, and another sevencoeu 
feet, but surface water interfered in work- 
ing ! he fi inner, and operations arc sus- 
pended for the present. A tunnel will 
now be run in for a length of L'.'iO feet, 
and it is expected that the ledge will lie 
struck at a depth of fifty-live feet. It is 
the intention of the company to fully de- 
velop the property. 

.lames Lynch is still sinking on the 
"Maple Leaf," and at a depth of twenty 
feet is working in sulphurots the full 
width of tho vein. Soino streaks of copper 
were also scattered through it at this 
depth. 

The ''Cariboo," owned by McKinney A: 
Rice, has been sold to Spokane and Port- 
land parties. Tho price paid is .stated to 
have boon a first-rate figure. When Mr. 
Douglas arrived at Marcus on Monday 
week, ho met Mr. McKinnej returning to 
Rock Creek r.o superintend tho develop- 
ment of the claim for the new owners. Ii 
is intended first to run a tunnel to tup the 
shaft at a depth of about, eighty foot, and 
extensively open up the property, 

The "Amelia," owned by Burnh'am, 
Lofevre, and Upton, has had an offer, and 
tho two latter arc at Spokane Fulls con- 
sidering it, Mr. Buruhrm being in 
Victoria. Thoy have three weeks in 
\vliieh to decide, and the probability is 
that thoy will accept. It is understood 
the offer is a good one. 

The "llody" claim, immediately west 
of the "Eureka," is owned by John Fer- 
guson, late of Lulu Island, John Spmnle, 
and Tims. MoMyn. They have sunk two 
shafts and nouLuro about starting on tho 
west end of flic "Eureka" ground to run 
a tunnel, and as tlio hill is steep it is 
thought that tho vein will be struck at a 
considerable depth, 



by cutting out tho old government trail 
built in 1865, known as the "Dewdney 
trail," which could be clone at a small ex- 
pense. 

By a judicious expenditure of a com- 
paratively small sum of money a direct 
communication would bo established be- 
tween Victoria, Koch' (.'reck and the 
Kootouay mines, thus reverting all the 
trade of these places into its natural 
channel, Victoria and other business 
places in British Columbia, whereas all of 
it. now goes tn Spokane Falls and Port- 
j land, where merchants establishing stores 
now are obliged to buy everything for 
want of trails. 

There are two stores in course of con- 
st ruction here now, and in tho spring 
there will be a sawmill and a flouring mill 
I > 1 1 1 up. If I lie government will do what 
is of the utmost importance to every busi- 
ness man in Victoria, i, e., building these 
trails, it will also benefit this valley won- 
derfully in affording tbo farmers an outlet 
for their produce, etc. We have no doubt 
that if the proper parties take this matter 
ini'i their hands it will give dii impetus to 
trade between this part of the country, 
the Kooteuay and Victoria, which will 
shut nut all American competition. Every- 
body interested in business in Victoria 
Out tn do his best to further this end.

OTHER LEDGES. 

The J" Banner" claim, owned by Olo 
Johnson and Jus. Lynch, is about a mile 
southeast of tho Body claim. It is opened 
by a shaft -and at IB feet has shown a foot 
of sulphurots and a foot of galena, the 
formor solid and the hitter scattered. The 
vein is about 4i feet wide. 

The "Savage" galena claim, owned by 
Jensen and a number of Victoria citi/ens, 
is two inilea north-east of the townsirc 
and near Rock creek. Mr. Jensen has 
built a cabin and is sinking a shaft. lie 
statjs that us the shaft lowers the pay- 
streak increases, it now being a foot wide. 
Tho vein is contact between lime and 
porphyry. It is fully expected that a large 
body of ore will be found. 

NEEDS OF THE OAM P. 

There are two stores in the camp, but 
it is Impossible to bring in British Colum- 
bia goods. Elliott, one of the store- 
keepers, has brought in four trains dur- 
ing the winter, and his last order from 
Spokane was 11,000 pounds. The dealers 
would like to purchase at Victoria and 
other points in the province, but at present 
it is impossible to do so. What is urgent- 
ly required is a road connecting with the 
head of OkttnugOIl lake, or (connecting 
with the toad to Kaniloops. This would 
allow of* heap supplies being brought in 
from British Columbia points. A road to 
Okanagon lake would connect with 
steamers running to that point, which 
again would connect with the present 
wagon road and the coining railroad to 
Sicamous on the C.P.R. This would per- 
mit of tho forwarding of ore and supplies 
to and from tiie mines, and provide good 
mail facilities. The camp receives a mail 
once a month fiom J, Krugor's, Osoyoos, 
and by subidi/.ing a carrier tho miners are 
enabled to receive letters weekly from 
Marcus, W. T., where there i3 an Ameri- 
can post office. Mr. Douglas, a miner of 
long experience, has every confidence in 
tho richness of the ores, and expects that 
a very largo number of men will be at Mc- 
Kinneyvifle during the coming spring and 
summer. In the interest of British 
Columbia, traders he considers it 
the duty of the government to 
construct roads and trails, and thus 
furhisli a cheaper avonuo for receiving 
supplies, and hasten the development of 
the district. The Americans are reaching 
out for tho trade of the region, but if a 
road were built as suggested above it 
would shut out foreign competition. 

There are at present between fifty and 
sixty men in tlio camp. Thou. Elliott 
and Alex. Cameron (brother to VV. E. 
Cameron) are storekeepers. Steve Tanner 
runs a very good hotel, for which ho has 
not yet received u liquor license Grant 
it Fuller have a feed stablo, and are also 
the local butchers. 



TRAIL TO ROCK CREEK. 

The Necessity of Making Direct Trulls ioltock 
Creek Through B. 0. Territory. 

To TUB EDITOR— -Allow the undersigned 
to present u few lines to you which you 
will kindly give a place ill your esteemed 
paper for the bunefit of this section of the 
country, as well us of your readers. Wo 
are hero ill a settlement of about forty 
families, but owing to tho utter want of 
nil communication it is impossible for us 
to have any connection either with our 
neighbors on Rock Creek, or up Kettle 
River, or with Victoria and other impor- 
tant placos in British Columbia without 
serious inconvenience. The U. S. Indian 
rcaui vatioi. intorstrotches between us and 
our neighbors which could bo easily 
remedied at a cost not to exceed §500, by 
making a wagon road, or even a trail only, 
on British soil over the Boundary Crook 
mountains and on to tho mines on Rock 
Creek. Now everybody has to go through 
tho (J, S. Indian reservation to get to tbo 
mines. This road would give the fanners 
n chance to dispose of their produce, 
cattle, etc., at tlio mines, without incurring 
the risk of having everything seized by 
U. S. custom house otllcors, as in tho case 
of Judge Hsylios, of Osoyoos Lake, not 
long ngo. 

There is also a diroct connection be- 
tween hero and the now mines discovered 
on the Kuotenay Luke, which bid fair to 
turn out to be the richest on this coast, 



LETTER FROM THE NAAS. 

\ How They Spent Their Christmas at Klncollth 
- New Year's Services— A Visltifrom the 
Indian Agent Needed. 

To the Editor:— Would you allow me 
a little space in your valuable journal to 
merely say how we in this northern re- 
gion spent the time-honored festival 
which has just passed. 

I shall endeavor in as few words as 
possible to slate how we enjoyed, our- 
selves. In ordor to make myself under- 
stood it might be as well to introduce the 
rillage of Kincolith. This village, al- 
though an old station of the C. M. S., 
iloes not try to push itself forward or by 
false reports make itself greater than it is. 

The population consists of about 250 
people all told. Amongst these they can 
muster a company of volunteers to the 
amount of 50, all young men. They have 
u brass band consisting of twenty-four 
members, a fire company and a village 
council. The latter, although possessed 
of no legal power, vet, has its good effect 
on the people in a good many ways, al- 
though the people of Kincolith are a law- 
abiding commuriityaud their earnestdesire 
is that at ail early date they may ho allowed 
in come in under tho "Indian Advance- 
ment Act." 

But let me try and describe our Christ- 
mas and Now Year's. For nearly two 
weeks before Christinas the choir wore 
engaged ill practising appropriate pieces; 
they kept the names of their pieces and 
their practices secret so as to try and sur- 
prise their friends when the nroper time 
came and J assure you they woro suc- 
cessful. 

Oil Christinas eve tho Rev. Mr. and 
Mis. Nash gave a Christmas tree to ^11 
the children and, judging from the ox- 1 
prossion which beamed from the face of ei(ch 
juvenile, they were satisfied with the gits 
received, and if showed some good getter; 
tilship on the part of Mr. and Mrs. Nush 
to arrange it.so that each of those seventy 
ones had gifts and that one should nox bo 
jealous of what the others got, After a 
substantial tea the children left for their 
homes; 

At midnight, Christmas was announced 
by the til ing of cannons, and tho well-train- 
ed voices of tlio choir as they went from 
house to house singing the old Chris mius 
carols "Christian Awake" and "Praise 
Ye Iho Lord," after which the tired 
minstrels were regaled at the Mission 
house with refreshments. All retired 
leaving the village to the care of the 
watchman. 

Christmas morning w as ushered in very 
roughly indeed, as tiie wind was blowing 
at a fearful rate and snow and sleet made 
it anything but pleasant to lie out of 
doors. Nevertheless I he village constables, 
droesed out, commenced at one end of the 
villiige and went into each house in a 
body wishing (he inmates the compli- 
ments of the season, until they visited 
o very house in the village. Then at 11 
o'clock the church service commenced, 
and I wish that some of your city folks 
could have dropped in, when, to say the 
least, 1 am confident they would be 
astonished, for a belter behaved, better 
dressed, and better trained congregation 
could not be tinned out of any church in 
Christendom; Three services were held 
on Christmas day and each and all were 
well attended. 

Christmas day being over now comes 
the week of feasting, and the people have 
kept it up to their heart's content. This 
being the only part of the year in which 
they are all at home they go in for en joy- 
ing themselves, and the' Hudson Bay' Co. 
having established a trading post here 
under tho management of a gentleman 
whom tho Indians implicitly trust, they 
are very contented indeed. Seeing that 
they can get goods at a rate hitherto un- 
known to them makes their little earn- 
ings go a good deal furthor than for- 
merly. Christmas week being ended then 
comes New Vcur's. A midnight service 
was held at which all in the village 
attended, and was very impressive, and 
an incident which made it more so 
yet, 1 think is worth relating. The Rev. 
Mr. Nash, unknown to the. congregation, 
had a clock conveyed into the church 
which tolls the hours with a low solemn 
note, and while every head in church was 
bowed in prayer, tho clock tolled the 
death of tho old and birth of the new 
year, accompanied by one of the fiercest 
wind storms 1 ever hoard on tho coadt, 
which fortunately only lasted for a few 
minutes, whon all was quiet again. But 
I shall never forget that Now Year's at 
Kincolith. Tiie people at this Mission 
station are a very superior class of lu- 
dians, and if I might be allowed to make 
a suggestion,- 1 should say that if our gov- 
ernment are wise in their day and genera- 
tion, they will lose no time in extending 
to those people the desire of their hearts. 
They feel, as an important settlement 
would naturally feel, that tho Indian 
agellt is slighting them by not paying 
them a visit since his appointment oh this 
station, but thoy look forward to an early 
visit in the spring from that gentleman, 
when I have every reason to beliovo his 
presence will he urgently needed on tho 
Nnas. 

Wo have had a succession of gules from 
thu north, accompanied by sleut and fine 
snow, ever since the 2!Jth of November, 
and extremely cold, the thermometer 
ranging from y.ero to ten degrees below.

MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 

The Water Ap/aiu Discussed -The t'oniiull tee's 
Report Is Not adopted. 

A special meeting of the council was 
held last evening. Present: Mayor (Irani, 
and Couns. Rruden, Pearse, Harris, Vi- 
gelius, Styles, Wilson, Kelly, Coughlaii 
and Powell. 

The object of the meeting was to con- 
sider the water committee's report oil Mr, 
Summerfield's letter regarding the new 
water scheme. 

Tho clerk read the report. 
Conn. Pearse moved thu adoption of the 
report and said that in the best interests 
of the city it would be better to come to 
some mode of procedure with regard to 
the Summerfield scheme, he being an 
Anglo-Saxon, believing as he did in Mag- 
ua Charia, the majority must rule; so it 
would bo better for all to buckle* 'io and 
secure for the city a good'' and adequate 
scheme, lie reserved his own opinion. 
Some claimed t hat 'the council did not 
need to place this scheme before the pub 
lie, but ho contended that the reservoir 
system was the scheme placed before til 
public in the first place and ho thought 
it the duty of the council to place this 
how scheme also before the people. He 
had prepared a by-law .and if his worship 
would allow him, he would place it on tho 
table. 

His Worship said that the water com- 
mittee's report was tlio utai b-AiiueWS to be 
dealt with. 

Coiui. Wilson seconded the motion and 
thought that the majority of the rate- 
payers demanded that this scheme bo laid 
before the public. He had taken that 
stand on the eve of his election and would 
stay by it. 

Conn. Coughlaii said that the mayor 
and councillors would see that his name 
was not attached to the report. For the 
information of tho council he would state 
that a meeting was called of the water 
committee for last Thursday. Couns. 
Pearse and Wilson were there before him.' 
It, was stated at the meeting by Mr. Hen- 
dry that Mr. Summerfield's report called 
for supplying 1,500,000 gallons of water 
per twenty-four hours, and that thu water 
would stand at a head of 170 feet. He 
stated then that they had the gauge at 
Nesbitt's and it was then showing a head 
of water of 170 feet, due to the pressure 
of the pump. He then requested tho 
members of the committee to go there to 
see it, and if the people were satisfied 
with their supply he had nothing more to 
say on the matter. Mr. Summerfield said 
ho would not go unless the gauge was 
first tested ut the Albion Iron Works. 
Coun. Pearse bore him out in this. 
The only object Coun Coughlaii could see 
in placing this guage at Nesbitt's was to 
show the water standing at 170 feet, and 
the people not receiving a sufficient sup- 
ply, but it only proved that tho pump was 
dot lifting a sufficient quantity of water. 
The only uhject he could see in this was 
to knock the pins from under the main 
scheme. Coun. Pearse then asked him 
(Coun. Coughlaii) if his principal objection 
to the reservoir system, was not the 
reducing of the head in the low levels 
and middle zone. He said it was, coupled 
with many others. Then ho (Coun. 
Pearse) said that that might be obviated 
by running a now main to the reservoir 
and carrying out the old system, leaving 
the present main to supply the low levels 
and the middle zone and then wo would 
have all the head that was due to Elk- 
Lake. Ho thou asked Coun. Pearse what 
he intended to do with the waste water. 
Ho said he would run that water into 
the main; then asked him how he 
would do it. He said by a check valve. 
He (Coun. Coughlaii) said that he (Coun. 
Pearse) would have to chock the other 
way as it required no check valve to keep 
U head of 125 feet water from running in- 
to a pipe already supplied with a head of 
190 feet. It is sometimes hard for a man 
to be placed in the position the pom-: 
missioner is to keep his tem- 
per, especially when asked silly questions. 
The chairman of the water committee 
had often asked silly and most simple 
questions. Questions had been asked by 
him w hich had never been discussed in 
the council. If, us he had stated the other 
day, Coun. Pearse did not understand the 
question any better than he does, he can- 
not blame a man like Mr. Summerfield 
for answering a little harshly. Coun. 
Coughlaii then objected to the by-law, as 
the council had no need of tho money for 
six or nine months, and possibly not this 
year. He then moved that the report be 
received and filed. 

Coun. Bidden said it pleased him very 
much to see that Coun. Pearse was com- 
ing over to tho main side after all; but 
there was always something in his reports 
against that scheme. If a proper water 
committee had been appointed the work 
would have been completed by now. 
Coun. Pearse had said he had not been in- 
formed of tho estimates. He Would like 
to ask the water commissioner if ho had 
over given estimates to any one. 

Mr. Summerfield rose and gave an ex- 
planation, but was interrupted by the 
mayor, who informed him that he was go- 
ing further than the question called for. 

Coun. Braden, continuing, said he did 
not like these insinuations being thrown 
out from time to time. The word of a 
man like Mr. Summerfield should not be 
doubted. Ho is not like a great many of 
our officers; he holds a certificate and Mr. 
Keefer was very much pleased with him 
and he is now a certificated member of the 
board of engineers of Canada. The coun- 
cillor objected to tho by-law and said he 
thought it unwise of thu committee to 
keep the work back any longer. Some 
people said they would put an injunction 
on the work. Let them, and there would 
bo such an expose that some would regret 
tho movement. After seconding "the 
amendment, Coun. Braden sat down amid 
applause.)!! 

Coun. Vigelius said when the report 
was rend he had hoped nothing more 
would bo said about the matter. Nothing 
was said in tho report about tlio old 
scheme, termed the Hendry scheme. He 
quite agreed with the report and would 
vote for its adoption. 

Coun. Harris said that the matter 
shouid not bo put off any longer, as tho 
council must remember that the price of 
iron is rapidly rising and tho Albion Iron 
Works might rofuso to carry out the old 
agreement contained in the contract. Ho 
agreed with Com. Coughlaii with regard 
to thu laying of this matter bofore the 
people, aB tho councillors wore sent to 
represent tl.o people and to get them a 
good scheme; there was plenty of money 
ou baud und it would bo unbusiness like 
to borrow money and let it lie idle, pay- 
ing interest on it. 

Conn. Kelly said he must take tho sumo 
position he took on polling day, when ho 
said ho must have one or the other schoine, - 
but tho one chosen must bo placed before 
tho people. Ho would voto for tho adop- 
tion of the report. 

Coun. Powoll thought that it was not 
tho schoine certain members of tho coun- 
cil wanted' to place before tho people, but 
a by-low to borrow 875,000. Ho could 
not soo tho use of borrowing money and 
not using it, paying interest on it all tho 
time. If tbo council want it, they are 



not afraid to ask for it at the proper time. 
He would support the amendment. 

Coun. Wilson said that he had seen that, 
the gun was loaded, cocked and ready to 
tire. He would like to have tho ayes 
and noes taken down. 

Coun. Pearse said Iho estimates refer- 
red to had never been placed before the 
council. He left a meeting of the com- 
mittee last Thursday with the impression 
that Coun, Coughlaii would sign tho re- 
port, and Coun. Wilson and the Mayor 
iiad that impression also. 

Coun. Wilson here arose and said tliure 
was one member who had pledged him- 
self at the nominations to support a mo- 
tion to lay the scheme before tlio people. 
What did the councillors and those pres- 
ent think of a man who would go back us 
this councillor had dono ? 

Coun. Coughlaii arose to explain and 
said he was not responsible for any im- 
pression that Couip Pearse may have had. 
The last words 'ho stated in thu room 
were that if this mutter was placed before 
the people it would take six weeks before 
anything wus done. 

Coun. Braden said that Coun. Pearse 
hud stated that when ho asked 
for estimates that Mr. Summerfield 
had been prompted not to give them by 
members of last year's council. He had 
told the greatest falsehood over told in or 
out of the council. 

• His Worship — Here ! here ! Coun. Bra- 
den; you are not allowed to use such lan- 
guage, and the next time you do it, J will 
not hear you again until you apologize. 

Coun. Styles thought it useless for him 
to say much about the matter us his wor- 
ship knew his feelings regarding it. He 
was not in favor of submitting the bylaw 
to the people now; let the work go on, 
and if the council need more money they 
can apply for it at the proper time. 

Coun. Powell — Your worship, 1 would 
like to explain away some remarks that 
fell from Coun. Wilson u few minutes ago 
and which 1 know are directed 
to me. He said that 1 swore 
on nomination day, that I would support 
any motion to lay a scheme for supplying 
a better water system before the people. 
I say, sir, that that is not true. What i 
did say was that I wus a "main man" 
through thick and thin, and I will stand 
by it now, by voting for the amendment. 
The newspapers reported what 1 said and 
this is not the first timo Coun. Wilson has 
endeavored to belittle me on this ques- 
tion. 

The mayor then spoko at length on the 
subject, reviewing all the mutters and 
questions concerning it, and endeavored 
to show each councillor separately where 
he was right or wrong. 

The amendment was then put und car- 
ried. Ayes — Braden, Harris, Styles, 
Coughlun and Powell. Nays — Pearse, 
Vigelius, Wilson and Kelly. 

Coun. Styles then moved that the con- 
tract be awarded to the Albion Iron 
Works; that the legul advisers bo author- 
ed to prepare the necessary papers and 
that the mayor bo instructed to place the 
seal of the corporation on the contract. 

Tho mayor said that any councillor 
could object to this motion, us twenty-four 
hours' notice hud not been given. 

Coun. Wilson suid that he did not 
know that there was a motion bofore the 
council. 

Coun. Coughlaii then seconded the 
motion, but Coun. Styles suid since an 
objection hud been raised, he would like, 
for the satisfaction of those who had not 
seen the tender, to have it read. He then 
withdrew his motion and moved that the 
tender be read. 

The clerk read the tender and all ex- 
pressed themselves sutisfied. 

The mayor drew the attention of the 
council to tho fact that §1,000 estreated 
bail hud to be handed over to the provin- 
cial government. 

The meeting then adjourned at 10:30 
o'clock. 

DEATHS. 

A GOO 11 OLli AGE. 
Joseph Westwood, of Eust Wellington, 
who died on Sunday, hud reached the 
notable ago of 00 years. He wus born in 
1702 and in bis early life was in the ser- 
vice of the Queen. Ho remembered dis- 
tinctly the buttle of Waterloo, having 
taken part in that memorable engage- 
ment. 

ANOTHER PIONBBR GONE. 
The grim reaper has beon more than 
usually busy in our midst the past few 
days. George Mills, a pioneer of '02, and 
one of the successful diggors of gold in 
Cariboo, died at St. Joseph's Hospital on 
Sunday after a short illness. Mr. Mills, 
after leaving Cariboo, married and bought 
a farm ut North Saanich which ho has 
worked with much success formally years. 
Ho was a main of excellent impulses, 
generous nature and unswerving fidelity 
to principle. He leaves a widow and 
several children. The funeral will take 
place to-morrow at 2:30 p. m. from the 
family residence, North Saanich. 



MARINE. 

Steamer Idaho is duo from Portland on 
her way to Alaska. 

Bark Sarah Ridgowuy was llouted into 
the dry dock yesterday. 

Br. ship New York, 2,099 tons, will 
como to Nnnaimo for another cargo of coal 
Br. bark Brier Holme, from London 
for Victoria, was spoken Dec. 2nd, 8 S, 
29 W. 

Bark Don Nicholas, loading lumber at 
Cheinamus, will conipleto her cargo in a 
day or two. 

There are now building on the Clyde, 
for tho Inman line, two passenger steam- 
ers to run betweoii Now York and Liver- 
pool. Thoy are to bo named the City of 
New York and City of Paris, and they 
will bo tho fastest, staunoh est und most re- 
liablo steamers afloat. The dimensions of 
each will bo: Length over all, 500 feet; 
beam, 03.J ; depth molded, 42 fact, and 
gross tdnnage, 10,000 each. They will 
have fourteen transverse water-tight bulk- 
heads without doors, four complete decks, 
two sets of engines, two propellers, dup- 
licate machinery and doublo bottoms, and 
each will have accommodations for 2,000 
passengers. 

Steamer Mexico, 54 hours from Sun 
Francisco, arrived At the outer wharf at 
live o'clock Sunday evening. Sho was 
boarded by Dr. Jackson, health officer, to 
whom a clean bill of health was present- 
ed. At Sun Francisco a doctor was sta- 
tioned at the gang plunk of the steamer, 
who closely examined every passenger as 
ho or she ciiino aboard, and one man who 
looked BiispiciouB was forced to remove 
bis clothing in his stateroom, whore ho 
underwent a strict examination which, 
however, developed no signs of tho dread- 
ed disease. The present is tho quickest 
trip tho Mexico evor mudo to this port, 
owing to the stiff, fair wind which was 
blowing tho entire passage. In fact, a 
regular hurricane was blowing when the 
steamer loft San Francisco, and it soemod 
at times that tho wind would blow tho 
sails, which had beon set, away. Tho 
Mexico brought 845 tons of freight, 52 
tons of which were for this port. 
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EXECUTION OF WONG FAT. 

He Bias Bravely, Protesting: Bis Innocenca to 
the Last. 

The Chinaman Wong Fat, who at the 
last Assizes was found guilty of murder- 
ing a Chinese woman named Chuey 
Whey, Buffered the extreme penulty of 
tho law yesterday morning at eight o'clock 
in tho yard of the Provincial gaol. The 
doomed man retired early to sleep on 
Sunday night and slept soundly until 
midnight when he arose und read in a 
Chinese version of the New Testament 
until two o'clock, from which time until 
daylight ho wrote letters to relatives and 
friends. Shortly after seven o'clock the 
Rev. J. E. Starr and Mr. Gardner visit- 
ed the condemned man and remained 
with him until the lust moment. Wong 
Fat declared to his spiritual advisers that 
be wus innocent and that he was 
quite prepared to meet death, Ho 
preferred to retain his own religion #ut 
asked that a Christian burial bo given his 
body. Shortly before eight o'clock the 
man was pinioned and led out on to the 
scaffold accompanied by tho executioner, 
who was masked. With a firm step tho 
Chinaman mounted the scaffold and kneel- 
ing towards the cardinal points he prayed. 
His prayer, briefly interpreted, wus thut 
(foil knew that he wus innocent of the 
crime for which ho was to suffer. God 
knew the real murderer, and would bring 
him and the mon who hud falsely accused 
him to justice. After he had finished he 
was placed on the drop and his legs were 
pinioned. The noose was thon adjusted, 
and the hangman grasped tho bolt and 
when the Rev. Mr. Starr, whilst saying 
the Lord's Prayer, camo to "and forgive 
us our trespasses," bo drew it, and Wong 
Fat was launched into eternity. A 
slight tremor was visible for a minute and 
life had passed away. Tho drop was six 
foet. Dr. J. D. llolmckcn pronounced 
life extinct, aftor which tho yard was 
cleared. 

A number of Chinese gathered at tho 
gaol and desired admittance, but this was 
refused to all but tho husband of tho mur- 
dered woman. When ho saw the con- 
demned man on tho scaffold, he endeavor- 
ed to go away, but this was not 
permitted, and he was compelled 
to remain until the execution was over. 

Wong Fat has protested his innocence 
from the first and stated that ho only 
knew of the particulars of the crime from 
the evidonco. It is stated that Leo Sum, 
who turned Queen's evidence and thus 
saved his neck, said to Wong Fat in the 
hearing of other Chinese prisoners at the 
gaol on the return from tho trial, that he 
was sorry that ho was going to die for a 
crime for which he was innocent. If he 
(Lee Sum) was bunged he would deserve 
it, but Wong Fat did not. The Chinese 
then remonstrated with Lee Sain upon his 
baseness and told him he should be 
banged ten times ovor for swearing that 
an innocent (man wus guilty. Efforts 
Were mudo at various times to get Wong 
Fat to confess, but he always stoutly pro- 
tested his innocence, even when the mat- 
ter wus pluced before him suddenly with 
intent to catch him unawares. 

Tho arrangements for the execution 
were excellent, and no hitch occurred to 
render it more revolting than such occur- 
rences must of necessity bo. 

THE LINE OPEN. 

The Snow and Rock Slide in the Yale Canyons 
Cleared and tho Koad Open. 

The snow und rock slide west of North 
Bend, was at last overcome and u train of 
nine passenger couches arrived in New 
Westminster yesterday morning. The 
Yosomite lust night brought the greater 
numbor of the passengers to Victoria, and 
the hotel registers were considerably added 
to. Tho slide occurred about six miles 
west of North Bend, and consisted of an 
immense avalanche of snow and rocks 
which covered the track for a long dis- 
tance and carried away a portion of two 
bridges, which could not be repaired until 
the slide was cleared from the track. Sev- 
eral trains collected at North Bend, the 
divisional station, and through all the 
delay the company provided pussen- 
gers with substantial meals and 
beds in the sleepers free of charge. All 
passengers speak in the highest terms of 
the liberality of the company, and the 
courtesy of its officials. Before the com- 
bined three trains left North Bend, a tes- 
timonial was signed by all the passengers, 
except one, very complimentary to the 
railway and its officers. 

During the work of removing the snow 
a man wus caught between the cur and u 
lever and seriously crushed about tho 
waist. It is thought, however, that ho 
will recover. 

The officials and employes have done 
wonderful work in rendering the road 
available for traffic. 



THE LATEST CALIFORNIAN ATRO- 
CITY. 

Tho Bodies of a Murdered Couple Found— Fred. 
Anschlag the Assassin. 

Santa Ana, Jan. 26. — At 4:45 this 
afternoon one of the numerous parties of 
searchers, while riding three miles south- 
east of Hitchcock's bouse, discovered fresh 
straw on tlio prairie. They commenced 
digging, and soon discovered bodies. Thoy 
wore soon unearthed, mid after the tak- 
ing of the names of tho witnesses, were 
lifted out. 

NOT LYNCHED. 

Los Angeles, Jan. 27.— Accounts pub- 
lished this morning about the lynching of 
the murderers of tho Hitchcocks, near 
Snnta Ana last night, are incorrect. Tho 
murderers were hiddon in Anaheim over 
night to escape the mob and brought to 
tho jail in this city this morning. 

THE VERDICT. 

Santa Ana, Jan. 27.— At 8:40 to-night 
the coroner's jury returned the following 
verdict: "We, the jury, find that deceased 
died from wounds in the neck and head, 
inflicted by a blunt instrument in the 
hands of person or persons unknown, and 
wo believe Fred Ansohlag to bo one of 
said persons."

MAYOR GRANT'S SUGGESTION. 

We can assure our esteemed evening 
contemporary thatour objection to Mayor 
Grant's suggestion that a sum of money 
bo granted ox-Mayor Fell in consideration 
of his services in entertaining visitors 
during the past year is not cine to 
"personal spleen towards Mayor Fell" 
but solely from a desire' to" 'conserve the 
very best interests of the city. The 
Colonist, so far from harboring any 
"spleen" towards the 'ex-Mayor, has for 
him every good wish, though it still be- 
lieves that as Chief Magistrate of the 
city his conduct was not such as to coin- 
mend itself to the body of the people. 
Tim Colonist has been foremost in 
chronicling Mr. Fell's courtesies to 
strangers and in extending him a helping 
hand, whenever possible. Wo have no 
quarrel with that gentleman as he well 
knows, and we do not believe that in the 
discussion of this question he will attri- 
bute to us sentiments which the 
Tunes seems to believe actuate us. The 
proper position we think, is this: Mayor 
Fell occupiod the civic chair for 
two years in succession. It is presumed 
that during his first year ho did consider- 
able in the way of entertaining, but at 
the close of his term of otlice nobody 
considered it necessary to suggest that lie 
should be recouped for any expense he 
might have gone to. Last year he really 
was very zealous in extending the hos- 
pitalities of the eity to all its distinguished 
guests. Of course his fervor was more 
particularly noticeable in the case of tho 
ladies, and we are sure it would be ex- 
ceedingly difficult to disabuse the mind of 
Miss Kate Field of the idea that the ex- 
mayor was not only very captivating but 
quite untiring in his efforts to make her 
visit a delightful one. While granting .ill 
this, it must be remembered that when 
Mr. -Full contested the election with Mr. 
Redfern he was quite weU aware of ti c 
duties which would devolve upon him 
during the year and that he was only too 
willing to perform those duties without a 
salary. He received the gift of 
the people's favor and that should 
be all the reward sought for. 
The confidence of the ratepayers, as ex- 
pressed by their votes, is surely the high- 
est honor which could be conferred upon 
any citizen. We understand, too, that all 
the ex-Mayor's hack hire was paid by the 
Council, its well as any banquets tendered 
noted visitors. Mr. Fell is really out of 
pocket but a very small amount. But 
granting that ho is, and that it was 
thought proper to recoup him, surely tl 
Council of which he was a member was 
tho one to make tho motioll, and not the 
incoming one. Such a proposition from a 
new Council is, we make bold to say, new 
in tho history of municipal affairs in Can- 
ada. Who believes that if such a motion 
had been made in the last Council it would 
have been carried ! And yet the Coun- 
cillors of 1887 wore in a much better posi- 
tion to judge of the extent of their 
presiding officer's services than those 
of 1888. The idea is preposterous, 
and wo have overy reuson to believe will 
not be assented to by a majority of the 
Council. At this time when economy and 
retrenchment are tho order of the day it 
does Boeni just a little too much lavish 
waste to throw away a badly needed sum 
of money whore it is not wanked. Ex- 
Mayor Fell is a comparatively rich man 
and has done no more than his duty in 
making visitors feel at home during theii 
stay hero. He has enjoyed himself, lias 
formed many pleasant friendships and has 
had a good time generally. He does not, 
as tho Timet says, need the money, while 
tho city docs. If ex-Mayor Fell gets an 
allowance why should not overy mayor 
who preceded him receive similar 
treatment? True they may not bo en- 
titled to the same amount but they 
should recoivo their sliaro in propor- 
tion. Tho worst view of the matter 
however, to our mind is this: A 
bad precedent is established for the fu- 
ture and, wo say it with all duo doforenco 
to Mayor Grant, tho suggestion comes 
with the worst possible grace from him. 
Tli is year promises to see a groat rush of 
tourists to Victoria, and a larger number 
of distinguished personages than over bo- 
fore in tho history of • Victoria. Mayor 
Grant will bo oxpoetod to follow worthily 
in tho f( otstops of his predocosBor; ho will 
naturally be obliged to spond some 
money, and thoro is not tho slightest doubt 
that, taking Mayor Foil's case as u text, a 



suggestion similar to that which he has 
made in Mr. Fell's case would bo made in 
his, at tho close of his term of office. Mayor 
Grant would seem to be speaking two 
words for himself and one f" 1 Mr. Foil. 
If the money inn.it be paid as a matter of 
course why not allow the Mayor a salary 
It would be by far the more honorable 
mode of dealing with the matter. Wo 
are quite convinced that Mayor Grant's 
suggestion will not receive the favorable 
consideration of a majority of tho Coun- 
cil, and that the people will remem- 
ber those who vote for such' a 
measure at tho polls when they sock thoil 
suffrages. 

THE SUBMERGING WAR MACHINE. 

A series of interesting experiments was 
made recently in the Southampton water 
with the submerging war machine, the 
Nordenfeldt, which excited so much 
curiosity tit the Jubilee Naval Review. 
The vessel was accompanied by a tug, on 
board of which were the representatives 
of the leading naval powers, and steamed 
down the Solent with her superstructur 
just above water at about eleven knot 
showing herself under easy control. About 
2,700 yards from Calshot Castle t he tug 
anchored, the boat running on to the 
lightship with the intention of returning 
til full speed to make an imaginary attack 
as a surface boat, that being the mode 
which the inventor considers tho best for 
daylight purposes. Coming back at 
seventeen knots, the wave thrown up by 
her bow 80 completely covered all the 
boat, except the conning towers, that even 
up to oOU yards' distance, where her 
torpedoes would have been used, she 
presented hardly any mark for machine- 
gun lire, and a little farther off was with 
difficulty kept in sight at all. Next, 
preparation for a night attack was 
made. Tho boat withdrew some distance 
up the Reach, anil was then sunk com 
pletely under water, power now being 
supplied by the superheated steam and 
water stored in the reservoirs. As soon 
as it became dark a sharp lookout was 
kept from all parts of the bug, but in 
spite of this, Captain Garrett approached 
first to within 400 yards, when he whist 
led, and then to within 100 yards without 
being perceived. The cupolas of the boat 
wore then brought above water, and the 
outline of the superstructure could be 
indistinctly seen; but she was quickly 
submerged again and lost sight of in the 
darkness. In connection with these trials, 
the Ilnniil Arrow states that they present 
a fresh disturbing element in the calcula 
tions of naval war, and tend to encourage 
the school of thought which entirely dis 
associate the naval present from the naval 
past. The boat is in form like a torpedo, 
125 long and twenty feet in extreme 
diameter. The coal capacity is such as to 
carry her 1000 miles at eight knots at the 
surface, and she claims an extreme speed 
of seventeen knots in like circumstances. 
In her submerged condition she works by 
the stored-up steam, and it is said can 
proceed for live hours tit five knots by its 
means. 



NATIONAL DEBTS. 

The aggregate of national debts owed 
by the several nations of Europe is com- 
puted tit §-'0,000,000,000. The interest 
averages 4 por cent, a year, which calls 
for 8800,000,000 to keep the debt where 
it is. There is no hope or expectation 
that any considerable part of this debt 
will be paid. Governments are increasing 
their expenses, and tho year is called a 
good one that does not witness an increase 
of the debt. Tin; United States owes 
about §1,100,000,000, which it would pay 
within ten years if the bonds were sub- 
ject to call. About three-fourths of its 
bonds bear i per pent., interest, but the 
premiums asked for them would reduce 
the interest to purchasers to less than 2h 
percent. If Europe could obtain money 
at as low rates as private competition, for 
American bonds has forced the interest on 
the money the Republic owes, its interest 
account would be reduced by about $300,- 
000,000 a year. This saving might not 
enable the several nations to pay much 
on account of principal, but it would put 
ofl the day of final settlement. Large 
public debts are a comparatively modern 
invention, and the rapidity with which 
they have been accumulated seems to 
leave but one method of settlement. Na 
tional debts are growing faster than na- 
tional wealth.

PRECIOUS STONES FOUND IN THE 
REGIONS OF GOLCONDA. 



Yield of (li« Milieu of India mid of Bra- 
zll — TI.0 ruinous Kliuhfrl) — New South 
Wales and Borneo. — Cuvlon's Valuable 
Gems. 

There lire in India three oxtensivo tracts, 
widely separated from one another, in 
which the diamond has been sought for. 
Tlte mime of Golcondnj originally applied 
to a capital town (uoyvii deserted fort in 
the neighborhood of llyilenibid), seems to 
have been used for u w hole kingdom; but 
the town itself is many miles distant from 
the nearest diamond mines, anil il was 
only the mart where the precious stones 
were bought ami sold. The second great 
tract occupies an immense area between 
the Mahanuda and the Godavery rivers; 
and the third great tract is situated in 
Bundelcun'd, near the capital of which — 
Puilliah — some of the mines are found. 
For those content with a slowly paying 
occupation and a hard life, involving close 
supervision of the workers, diamond min- 
ing will pay, provided such persons pos- 
sess capital sufficient to last them a few 
years. The diamonds now are usually 
brought from PfU'teul, close to the south- 
ern portion oi the Nizam's dominions. 
The deepest pits are not more than twelve 
feet. The matrix of the diamond in those 
localities Is a conglomerate sandstone. 
The appliances of modern machinery for 
excavation, etc.. directed by men of sci- 
ence, may possibly bring to light gems 
that, have not been discovered by the rude 
native processes of search. 

It would be curious to ascertain, the 
yield of diamonds in the east from those 
mines in the last 850 years, and of Brazil 
in the last 150 years since the discovery 
there: lint no such data are obtainable, 
nor indeed call any reliable estimate be 
formed of the value of the diamonds 
owned in different countries. 

From the four principal mines in fJri- 
qualand (which all lie within a circle with 
a diameter of three miles), calculating the 
amount of diamondlferous ground re- 
moved and the known average yield per 
load in each, it is round that not less than 
33,000,000 carats of diamonds (or more 
than 6 1-9 tons weight) must have been 
extracted Bince the llrsl discovery, realiz- 
ing in round numbers E 10,000,000. 

Till: I' '.Mors KIMBERLEr. 
The yield of diamonds from thelvimber- 
ley mine alone, from the opening in 1871 
to the end of 1885, is stated to have ex- 
ceeded 17,500,000 carats, equal to three 
and ow>-hnlf tons weight of precious 
stones, in value about £20,000,000. To 
obtain this, as many thousand tons of reef 
and ground have had to be excavated. 
Thi' mine Is 450 feel deep, and the cubical 
contents of this huge cavity measures 
about 11,000,000 cubic vards, Four thous- 
and Kaffirs are employed at this mine, 
and more than CD. oho natives of Africa 
arrive yearly ill the mines in search of 
work; so that the employment of native 
labor and the development of native trade 
are incidental benefits conferred on South 
Africa by the discovery of the diamond 
fields. 

The Dutch government are the owners 
of the diamond mine;, in Borneo, which 
lire situated in the district of Lanfhlk, in 
the territory of Ponteyanak; they nro 
worked by Dyaks and -Malays, but with 
far superior skill by the Chinese. The 
gems are found in a yellow colored gravel, 
at depths ranging to sixty feet. Ad- 
vances nve made to the miners, who are 
bound to tlelivi f all stones at 20 per cent, 
below their market value. 

Diamond mining in New South Wales 
}3 likely to become of much importance, 
and the colonists are sanguine of being 
able to compete with South Africa in this 
trade. Twelve thousand diamonds have 
been qbtnitfesl up to the present time, 
chiefly firm llio tertiary gravels and re- 
cent drifts in I he Dlngera, Luverell and 
Cldti:v..ug dittWfttSj The largest dia- 
mond yet found weighed 1(1.2 grains, or 
about 5 5-8 carats. They are of good 
color and quality. Companies with largo 
Capital are forming to buy up and work 
the extensive diamond fields in Blngern. 
Other gem stones found in that colony are 
garnets, the common emerald (green 
beryl), Oriental emerald (green sapphire), 
royal him- sapphire, white and pale.blue 
topaz and agates. 

ceyi.ox's minors stones. 

Ceylon has always had a reputation for 
its richness in precious stones. Inferior 
kinds, sucli as the moonstone and the 
garnet, ore found in the beds of streams 
about Kandy, Ncwarn Eitya, Budullaand 
some of t ae small rivers of tho south; but 
the more precious stones, such as the 
ruby, the blue sapphire, the Oriental topaz 
of various yellows, the Alexandrite and 
the cat's eye, musl he sough) within u 
radius id' thirty or forty miles from Ratna; 
pura, t iie city of rem-. 

Tin- search for gem stones is carried on 
in the. most primitivo manner in Ceylon, 
The soil, supposed to be rich in precious 
stones, is rented for an annual sum from 
the government. Coolies are set to work 
to dig the earth, which is heaped upon 
one side, and then washed through a 
trough with variously sized perforated 
zinc stops, which retain all stones, accord- 
ing to their sizes. These are placed on a 
table or flat surface, and the gems are 
easily distinguished and picked out. The 
proportion of gems cap-able of being cut 
and really marketable is not more than 
1 per cent. 

of tho siliceous gems, the amethyst, of 
tt purplish violet hue, is the most valu- 
able. TllO best amethysts are brought 
from Catnbay in India, and from Siberia, 
Ceylon and Persia, where they are found 
both lining the cavities of geodes and in 
rolled masses. The chief supply of the blue 
turquoise is drawn from the peninsula of 
Sinni, the great mining district of the an- 
cient Egyptians. — Professor P. L. Sim- 
monds in Journal of the Society of Arts.

After Thirteen Years. 

In the Territorial Council of Washing- 
ton Territory on Saturday tho ways and 
means committee recommended the pas- 
sage of C. B. No. 1138, an act to reimburse 
British Columbia in the sum of §2,700 for 
tho arrest and detention of one Thomas 
Pierro, an escaped murderer, It appears 
that in tho year 1871 Pierro assassinated 
ono Alox. Borland oh tho 19th day of 
April. 1874, at Colville, .Slovens County, 
Washington Territory. He was arrested 
at Kootenay, and held for extradition by 
tho British Columbia authorities. Appli- 
cation was made to II or Majesty's govern- 
ment for extradition and allowed. Thus 
matters continued for almost a year, 
awaiting tho arrival of some officer of this 
territory. On May 11th, 1875, tho gov- 
ernment of Washington Territory notified 
tho government of this province that no 
further action would bo taken in the 
matter and at tlio same timo asked tho 
jail authorities to forward their bill and it 
would bo promptly audited and paid. 
From soino cause or other this payment 
has boon deferred for thirteen years. On 
motion tho bill waa passed by a unaiiuous 
vote.

Surveyors at Work on a bine From the Straits 
to. Gray's Harbor -Proportj Being 
Bought nt 1'ort Angeles. 

(Special Correspondence of the Tacuinu Ledger.) 

Port Angeles, W.T., Jan. L'5, 18.S8. 

The revenue cutter Wolcott steamed in- 
to tho harbor to-day. Officers and crew 
are "at home" when they reach this place, 
for nearly all are investing their surplus 
earnings in Port Angeles real estate, and 
expect sony! day tobe located here perman- 
ently. Tho officers are frequently seen 
taking trips to the strip covered by the 
"naval reserve," which lakes in the head 
of the bay and stretches beyond along 
the straits for about half a mile, it is 
directly opposite Peachy Bay, the 
point on the British side that is soon to 
bo tho southern terminus of the Island 
railroad, and, it is said, on which exten- 
sive naval structures jire soon to be erect- 
ed by Great Britain. For a long lime 
there was considerable speculation as to 
why that point was selected for tho ter- 
miiiu'., of a great railway, but it now ia- 
gins to bo an easy question to solve. !t 
is only fen miles across from that place to 
this. There is a bat ural 

OUTLET FOR A RAILWAY 
from this place to Portland via Gray's 
Harbor, and through a country too, 
whose local traffic would be immense of 
itself. This would be tho connecting link 
in the chain of railways from the coal 
mines of Vancouver Island to San Fran- 
cisco. With this link completed, a steam 
ferry would be ad that would be needed 
to send coal from the mines to San Fran- 
cisco without breaking bulk. This is the 
dream of the owners of these large beds of 
coal, and, having the necessary cash to 
push the scheme to a practical lest, no 
doubt, but little lime w ill elapse before tho 
dream becomes a reality. li must be 
borne in mind that this is not all a dream, 
for the lino to the opposite side of the 
strait has been 

DEFINITELY LO0A1 ED, 
and the past week tho surveying patty 
has made ils hoadquartora in this place 
and at this moment are looking up the 
passes to the southwest. With all this in 
view and the fact that Port Angeles is the 
natural point for a government naval 
yard — having a naval reserve and control 
a goodly portion of this harbor already — 
and the fact that before long it will be a 
sub-port of entry, if not the principal 
one, and the fact that a great country yet 
undeveloped lies in such a position as to 
bo tributary to this place, with all these 
in view is it to bo wondered at that the 
"cutter folks" always alight hero with 
smiling countenances and happy hearts !

At 
this time last year the mails were de- 
layed three weeks, and, under present cir- 
cumstances, we seem to bo in for a fort 
night, and yet with these facta before us 
and open channels at our disposal, th 
mails aie deliberately delayed to tho loss 
and injury of this Province and tho Dom 
iliiol) generally. Let, me commend tho 
matter to the consideration of the Board 
of Trade, our Local Legislature and our 
representatives at Ottawa.
